5. Plead NOT Guilty, and follow through. While a plea 
of Guilty m<j/ seem much more convenient and desiroble at 
the time, this is o short-sighted view. From the long range 
viewpoint, a plea of Not Guilty is unlikely to result in more 
sevore treatment, and may well diminish the lasting conse¬ 
quences that go with an arrest. 

6. Do not forfeit collateral; elect to stand trial on a plea 
of Not Guilty. In tho District of Columbia, forfeiture of col¬ 
lateral is essentially equivalent to a ploa of guilty, with all 
the undesirable consequences that go with such an arrest. 

7. Got a lawyer at the e-rrliest possible moment; be fujfy 
truthful with him; follow his advice implicitly. 

8. Even as an arrested citizen, you are still Q citizen. 
Behave with dignity, and insist that the Police treat you at 
ALL times, with the respect and dignity due ALL citizens 
by all public officials. If any ridicule, gibes, insults, taunts, 
Jeers, or other improper or disrespectful behavior of language 
is directed against you, object at the time, object later, by 
letter, to the chief of police, and inform’ your local mattachine 
society or other homophile organization.

HOW TO HANDLE A FEDERAL INTERROGATION 


The discriminatory policies of the U.S. Federal Govern¬ 
ment in disqualifying the homosexual citizen from Federal 
employment, from eligibility for a security clearance, and from 
service in and fullyhortorablo discharge from the Armed Forces, 
are not only unjustified, but are gravely injurious to the national 
interest. It is, therefore, the patriotic duty of>every Amorican 
citizon to do everything lawfully within his power to impede and 
to obstruct the implementation of these policies, and to encour- 
ago others to do likewise. Central to that implementation is 
the conduct of investigations involving thejidministration of 
interrogations. To those finding themselvos subjected to such 
interrogations, the following pointers and “suggestions are 
offered. 


1. No citizen is required to submit to an interrogation 
by any Federal official, F.B.I., Civil Service Commission, 
military investigators, etc. — or even to speak to them. How¬ 
ever, in certain instances (for oxample, where you yourself, 
rather than an acquaintance are the subject of the investiga¬ 
tion) it may be advisable to grant to the Government the pri¬ 
vilege of Interviewing you. 

•2. In case of such interrogation, your choice is NOT 
between felling truth or untruth, but between speaking and not 
speaking. Never lie, falsify, or misrepresent, on matters re¬ 
lating to homosexuality - yours or anyone else’s - just refuso 
to speak. 

3. If you are asked any questions at all on homosexual¬ 
ity, in any aspect, your ONLY answers should be: “These are 
matters which are of no proper concern to the Government of 
the United States undor any circumstances whatever.” and 
“This is information which the Government does not have the 
need to know.” Stand your ground on these. Do not engage in 
philosophical or psychological or sociological discourses. Do 
not make use of the Fifth Amendment to the Constitution; it is 
not pecessary, and may be harmful. 

4. Sign no statements; take no lie detector tests; give 
no names or other information about any other persons, 

5. Under no circumstances tolerate unannounced visita¬ 
tions by i nvestigators at your home or your plctpa of employ¬ 
ment. Refuse to speak to thorn; insist upon a proper appoint¬ 
ment, at a time and place of YOUR choice and ponvonionce. 
INSIST upon the right to be accompankd’by -one Or. more per¬ 
sons of your choice (without restriction to. professional legal 
counsel) to act not only a? counsel,’bur as witness. 

6. The interrogators will try to cajole, to persuade, to 
bully, to demand, to threaten, tt> bargain. Do not be Id ken in. 
Regardless of what they may say, and how they, may act, they 
are “out to get you”. Among a few of their favorite techniques 
are: 

a. “You are not cooperating”, Qf course youaro not! 
Continue not to, 

b. “All of this is not really very important, and 
nothing will happen to you; We jus> need a few questions an¬ 
swered and your signature, so we con complete our records and 
close our files.” Don’t believe it- 













( c. “The lows or regulations require you to reply". 

iis is not true, regardless of what may be quoted to you or 
»en show* to you in print. 

d. The "good guy and bad guy” approach. After 
interrogator A has unpleasantly browbeaten you for a while, 
interrogator. B will intercede, supposedly as your friend, to try 
to make, things easier for you, and to modify interrogator A's 
attitude. Do not be takon in. They are both your enemies. 

7. This point is stated with very strong over-emphasis, 
because extensive experience has shown that without it, this 
advice, as simple as it is, is not properly heeded: On matters 
having in any way to do with homosexuality, say NOTHING; 
"nothing" means NO thing; and "no" means NONE AT ALL, 
with NO exceptions. It does NOT mean "just a little". This 
means that you do NOT discuss juvenile homosexual exper* 
ionces, and you do NOT discuss acts which took place long 
ago, and you do NOT discuss so-called passive acts, or any¬ 
thing else. You say NOTHING whatever. Do not attempt to 
exercise your judgement as to what may or may not be harmful 
to discuss. Close the door firmly and absolutely to discussion 
or comment upon ANY and EVERY aspect of homosexuality 
and, in fact, of sex generally. 

Thoy may not have what they have led you to believe they have, 
and they may be only guessing or deducing. Even if there is no 
doubt as to their possession of information, you Will bo better 
off if there has been no confirmation or corroboration from you. 

9. Insist that you be treated with the full respect end 
dignity due ALL American citizens in every status, by ALL 
their public servants at ALL levels and at ALL times. If you 
are not so treated, walk out and do not return until you have 
received, in writing, an apology for past improper treatment, 
and assurances of future proper behavior. If you receive no 
such apology, object, by letter, to the appropriate Cabinet- 
lovel official, with details of the behavior and language in¬ 
volved, and inform your local Mattachine Society or other homo- 
phi lo organization. 

10. Remember that the information involved in investiga¬ 
tions must be kept secret by the Government, but NOT by you. 
If anyone - particularly including your employer - is informed 
by anyone but you, of the subject or any details of an Investi¬ 
gation of you, you can bring criminal charges against the in¬ 
vestigators or bther officials who have disclosed the informa¬ 
tion. Do so. On'the other hand, you are completely free to dis¬ 
cuss any and all aspects of the matter with all persons at all 
timos; do nofpermit yourself to be misfed into believing other¬ 
wise. You may seek counsel and advice from anyone. 

11. Do not resign and do not allow yourself to be stam¬ 
peded into a resignation; you must be given a reasonable 
amount of time to make a decision. Contest, first adminis¬ 
tratively, and then in the courts, as high as need be, all firings, 
joss-than-fully-honorablo discharges, and security clearance 
denials based upon homosexuality. To the fullest extent pos¬ 
sible, challenge not the mere allegations of fact, but the 
policies, laws, and regulations involved. 

By following the advice above, you will be serving not 
Only y«>ur own best interests and those of your acquaintances 
and fellow citizens, but the best interests of your country.

IF YOU ARE ARRESTED 

An arrest is a serious matter. In on attempt to lessen 
the often disastrous consequences of an arrest, the follow- 
* ing information, suggestions, and pointers are offered. 

Whether explicitly stated below or not, this material 
refers specifically to the District of Columbia. While most 
of it is valid elsewhere, local laws do vary considerably, 
and therefore, authority competent to discuss the legal sit¬ 
uation in oacn locality should be consulted. 

A. SOME OF YOUR RIGHTS UNDER THE LAW. 

1(a) In the District of Columbia, in regard to private 
acts on the part-of consenting adults, only certain acts of 
of sodomy (on the part of both participants), narrowly and 
clearly defined in the District Code, are illegal. All other 
homosexual acts are permitted. 

(b) Any act. public or private, which would be legal 
under the circumstances performed, on the part of a man 
and woman, is legal on the part of two men or two women. 
This includes kissing and dancing. It should be kept in 
mind, however, as a matter of practical reality, that Dis¬ 
orderly Conduct* is a loose and unfortunately ill-defined 
category, which both policemen and judges may well in¬ 
terpret more broadly and harshly for the homosexual than 
for the hefrosexual. 

2. Except under the most clearly suspicious of cir¬ 
cumstances, you do not have to identify yourself to a police¬ 
man in any public street or park, or in any other public 
place or business establishment (such as a restaurant) at 
anyhourof the dav or night, or to account for your presence 
there. That you chose to be there is full and sufficient rea¬ 
son, whether the hour be 3AM.or 3PM. 

3. A policeman arresting you must inform you, upon 
your request, of the charge under which you. ore being arrest¬ 
ed. Insist that you be so informed promptly. 

4. A policeman moy not enter a home or a hotel room 
without a warrant. Do not allow him to cross the threshold. 

B. IF YOU ARE ARRESTED. 

1. You have the right to make,a telephone call to any 
person of your choice AS SOON AS YOU ENTER THE POL¬ 
ICE STATION. This is a right; it is not merely a privilege 
to be granted at the will and convenience of the police. 
The Police are traditionally reluctant to allow the exercise 
of this right. Insist upon it. 

2(a) You are required — if the Police request it — to 
allow your fingerprints and photograph to be taken, 

(b) You are NOT required to give ANY other informa¬ 
tion. You do not even have to give your name and address, 
although It is usually advisable to do so. Say NOTHING 
more. 

(c) Do NOT discuss ANY of the circumstances of the 
arrest or the events preceding it. Do not allow yourself to 
be drawn into philosophical discussions of homgsexuality, 
sociology, etc., and do not discuss your own personal life 
and background in any way at alt. 

3. DO NOT TELL WHERE YOU ARE EMPLOYED. 

The Police have the right to ask any questions they 
wish; you hove the complete right to refuse to reply. They 
may intimidatingly firm and insistent. Make your refusal 
firm and insistent. 

Experience has shown that the worst tragedies occur, 
tjfoeauentlv. nqt on account of arrests themselves, but thr- 
unnecessary disclosure, of infor.majion including, most im¬ 
portantly, place of employment.

d. The **good guy and bod guy'* approach. After 
Interrogator A has unpleasantly browbeaten you for a While, 
Interrogator. B will Intercede, supposedly as your friend, to try 
to make things easier for you, and to modify interrogator A*s 
attitude. Do not be takon in. They are both your enemies. 

7. This point Is Stated with very strong over-omphosis, 
because extensive experience has shown that without it, this 
advice, as simple as it is, is not properly heeded: On matters 
having In any way to do with homosexuality, soy NOTHING; 
"nothing** means NO thing; and "no" moans NONE AT ALL* 
with NO exceptions. It doos NOT mean "just a little". This 
means thot you do NOT discuss juvenile homosexual exper¬ 
iences, and y06 do NOT discuss octs Which took place long 
ago, and you do NOT discuss so-called passive acts, or any¬ 
thing else. You say NOTHING whatever. Do not attempt to 
exercise your judgement as to what may or may not be harmful 
to discuss. Close the door firmly ond absolutely to discussion 
or comment upon ANY and EVERY aspect of homosexuality 
ond, in fact, of sex generally. 

They may not have what they have led you to believe thoy have, 
and they may be only guessing or deducing. Even if there Is no 
doubt as to their possession of Information, you will be better 
off if there has been no confirmation or corroboration from you. 

9. Insist thot you be treated with the full respect ond 
dignity duo ALL American citizens In every status, by ALL 
tWr public servants at ALL levels and at ALL times. If you 
are not so treated, walk out and do not return until Y^u have 
received, in writing, an apology for past improper treatment, 
and assurances of future proper behovior. If you recolve no 
such apology, object,'by letter, to the appropriate Cabinet- 
level official, with details of the bohoviot and language In¬ 
volved, and inform your local Mattachine Society or other homo- 

.phile organization. 

10. Remember thot ihe information involved In investiga¬ 
tions must be kept secret by the Government, but NOT by you. 
If anyone - particularly including your employer — Is informod 
by onyona but you, of the subject or any details of an investi¬ 
gation of you, you can bring criminal chargos against the in¬ 
vestigators or Other officials who have disclosed the informa¬ 
tion. Do so. On-tho other hond, you-are completely free to dis¬ 
cuss any and all aspects of the matter With all persons at all 
times; do not permit yourself to be misled Into believing other¬ 
wise, You may seek counsel ond advice from anyone, 

11. Do not resign and do not allow yourself to bo stam¬ 
peded Into a resignation; you must be given a, reasonable 
amount of time to make a decision. Contest, first adminis¬ 
tratively, ond thon in the courts, os high as need bo, athfirings, 
less-than-fully-honorablo discharges, and security clearance 
denials based,upon homosexuality. To the fulleit extent pos¬ 
sible, challenge not the mere allegations of fact, but the 
policies, laws, and regulations involved. 

By followingjhe advice obove, you will be serving not 
« only your own best interests ond “those of your acquaintances 
dnd fellow citizens, but the best interests of your country.

IF YOU ARE ARRESTED 

An arrest is a serious mattor. In an attempt to lessen 
tho ofton disastrous consoquancoi of on orrest, the follow- 
1 ing information, suggestions, ond pointers are offered. 

Whether explicitly stated below or not, this material 
refers specifically to Ihe District of Columbio. While most 
of it is volid olsewhere, local laws do vary considerably, 
and therefore, authority competent to discus* tho legal sit¬ 
uation in ooch locality should be consulted. 

A. SOME OF YOUR RIGHTS UNDER THELAW. 

1(a) In tho District of Columbia, in rogord to private 
acts on tho part of consenting adults, only cortain acts of 
of sodomy (on tho port of both participants). r\arrowly and 
cleoriy defined In the District Code, are illegal. All other 
homosoxuol acts are permitted. 

(b) Any act. public or private, which would be legal 
under the circumstances performed, on the part of a man 
and woman, is legal on the part of two men or two women. 
This includes kissing and dancing. It should be kept In 
mind, however, os a matter of practical reality, that Dis¬ 
orderly Conduct Is a loose and unfortunately ill-defined 
category, which both policemon and judges ‘may well In¬ 
terpret moro broadly and harshly for the homosexual than 
for the hetr.osexual. 

2. Except under the most cfearly suspicious of cir¬ 
cumstances, you do not have to identify yourself to a police¬ 
man in any public streot or park, or in any other public 
place or business establishment (such as g restaurant) at 
onyhourof tho day or night, or to account for your presence 
ihere. That you chose to be there is full and sufficient rea¬ 
son, whether the hour be 3AM.or 3PM. 

3. A policeman arresting you must inform you, upon 
your request, of the charge under which you.are being arrest¬ 
ed. Insist that you be so informed promptly. 

4. A policeman may not enter o home or a hotel room 
without a warrant. Do not allow him to cross the threshold. 

B. IF YOU ARE ARRESTED. 

1. You havo the right to moke o telephone eoll to any 
person of your choice AS SOON-AS YOU ENTER THE POL¬ 
ICE STATION. This Is a right; it Is not merely a privilege 
to be grantod at the will and convenience of the police. 
The Police are traditionally reluctant to allow the exercise 
of this right, |nsist,upon It. 

2(a) You are required — if the Police request It — to 
allow your fingorptints and photograph to be takoH. 

(b) You are NOT required to give ANY other Informa¬ 
tion. You do not even have to give your name and address. 

'•although it is usually advisable to do so. Say NOTHING 
jnore. 

(c) Do NOT discuss ANY of the circumstances of the 
.arrest or the events procodina it. Do not allow yourself to 

be drawn into philosophical discussions of homosexuality, 
sociology, etc., bnd do not discuss your own porsonal lire 
and background in any way at oil. 

iit 3. DO NOT TELL WHERE YOU ARE EMPLOYED. 

The Police havo the right to ask any questions they 
Wish; you hove tho complote right to refuse to reply. They 
may intimidatingly firm and insistent. Moke your refusal 
firm and insistent. 

Experience has shown that the worst tragedies occur, 
j’^equently, not on*qccount of orrests themselves, but thr- 
unnocessary disclosures of iofq^mjtjion including, mostyp- 
pof^ftfttlyv place ot employment/ *
